New York, June 15.—A peculiar suit for 
damages for breach of promise of marriage 
came up yesterday in the Superior Court be- 


fore Judge O’Gorman and a jury. Miss 
Annie B. Crandell, a pretty 
young womaa of New Baltimore, 


Green county, N. Y., sued to recover $50 ,000 
from William J. Quin, of this city. The 
young lady went on the stand and testified 
that in August, 1875, the defendant visited 
New Baltimore, and, while there, promised 
to marry her. He did not keep his promise, 
fer in January, 1880, he was married in 
Brooklyn to Miss Sarah J. Polley, who is 
now his wife. She received a letter, dated 
December 2, 1879, in which he addressed her 
as 
“ANNIE.” 

This letter informed her that he had 


made the wag oe | that he loved another 

erson more than he did or ever could love 

er, and therefore he felt it to be his duty to 
ask her that all should be considered over 
between them. ‘This letter was in marked 
contrast with another epistle dated August 
15, 1879, in which Mr. Quin addressed her‘as 
‘““My own beloved darling.” ‘‘My Annie,” 
and refers to the “bleak and stormy night’ 
when he asked her if she woula love 
him. Upon _s cross-examination Miss 
Crandell said that while Mr. Quin 
remained in New Baltimore he was never 
introduced to her mother, although the lat- 
ter was aware of his visit and of their en- 
gugement. She denied that she received a 
letter from the defendant previous to the let- 
ter of December 2, in which he announced 
his desire to break the engagement. Miss 
Crandell admitted that he had spoken to her 
of such a letter, but 

SHE TOLD HIM 

that she had never received it. 
She called upon Quin at 
his father’s house shortl#after she had 
heard of his approaching marriage with Miss 
Polley. ‘“‘I went there,” she said, ‘‘because 
the lady to whoin he was about to be mar- 
ried asked me to gu.” The witness was 
asked why she delayed so long in answering 
the letter of December 29, and she said that 
he took his time to tell her aboutit and she 


took her time to answer. In an- 
swer to questions put to her 
by ex-Recorder Smith the witness 


said she had lived in New Baltimore al! her 
lifetime, and her father had lived there 
about fifty years. Her father isa justice of 
the peace there. Miss Crandell said that 
after the engagement one day Mr. Quin 
called and she told him to sevher father 
about the wedding. She 

LEFT THEM ALONE, 

and when Mr. Quin came out he said: 
“Your father has given his consent 
to your marriage.” The witness testi- 
tied that she came to this city 
several times with Mr. Quin, and went to 
the theater. Several letters were introduced 
in evidence, and from one of them ex-Re- 
corder Smith read the following, which was 
written by Mr. Quin: “My Darling: This 
reminds me of the night I asked your father 
if I might have you.” Harriett C, Nelson 

and Ely E. Nelson, her husband, sister and 
brother-in-law of Miss Crandell, were called 

as witnesses. They had resided for several 
years at Glencove, Long Island. Mr. 

Quih visited Miss  Crandeli _ several 

times a'week and took her to New York to 
the theater. Both Mr. and Mrs. Nelson said 
that they considered that Miss Crandell was 
engaged to Mr. Quin, and Mr. Nelsun said 
that if he had not been he should not have 
desired him tocome to his house so often. 

The defendant testified that the subject of 
marriage was not mentioned until 1876, and 
when he asked Mr. Crandeilif he could call 
upon his daughter, that gentleman told

A TORNADO 


Sweeps Over the Village of Hempstead, 
e L. 1.--The Destruction. 

By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
New YOBK, June 15.—At\a quarter past 
two o’clock Wednesday afternoon a storm- 
cloud lowered over the village of Hempstead, 
L. Il. There was a rush of water, a whirl of 
wind, and a crash that made every house 
tremble, The storm stunned the villagers. 
They had hardly begun to recover and to 
congratulate themselves on their escape, when 
news otf disasters began to pour in. 
Hurrying to the eastern end of the village, 
people were everywhere confronted by a 
scene of devastation. But not until yester- 
day couid the extent of

With regard tothe domestic poli- 
tics of Italy the king expressed himself per- 
fectly satistied that his ministers are devoted 
and honest and his subjects loyal. Wherever 
he went the greatgst respect was paid him, 
In conversation about America, in which he 
seemed to take a lively interest, he expressed 
much admiration for the American press, 
especially that of. New York. His majesty 
rose and shook hands heartily, saying, just 
before parting: ‘Were I nota king I should 
Wish to see the world as a reporter.’

Chester Traveling Under the Alias of 
James Reilly—Clarence Newcomb’s Re- 
turn—How He Met Krum—What He 
Said—The Krum Law Library.

Wr. Clarence F. Newcomb, the manager of 
Thiel’s Detective Agency, arriyed from San 
Francisco last evening at six o’clock. Mr. 
Newcomb will be remembered as the man 
who met the missing Chester H. Krum in 
San Francisco, who traveled with him 800 
miles, and who first telegraphed 
the information to St. Louis, as 
published in Monday’s Post-DIsPpaTcnu. 
A Post-Diseatcu reporter met the gentle- 
man jJastevening on the street, and ascer- 
tained that he had just arrived from 


Moberly. 
“Did you really see Chester Krum?” the 


reporter asked. “I mean, could you have 
been mistaken in the man?” 
“Mistaken?” said Mr. Newcomb, with an 


amused smile. .“‘Nonsense. Why, I know 
Chester H. Krum much better than I do you, 
and almost as well as any man in the city. 
lwasin the Custom-house buiiding with 
him for years, and was rather intimately 
acquainted with him. Why, I chatted with 
him on the trainin which we rode together 
from San Francisco to Ogden, a little jour- 
ney of over 800 miles. We occupied the 
same siceping-car section from Saturday 
afternoon until Monday morning. No, sir, 
j do not think I was much mistaken.” 
“Where and when did you find news of 
im ?’ 


“Just one week ago, last Wednesday, I 
was talking to Capt. J. W. Lees, Chief of 
the detective force in San Francisco. He 
told me that Chester Krum was in town, and 
that, if Ll wished, he would have the missing 
ex-Judge located by his men. I did wish it, 
you may be sure, and soon after Capt. Lees 
told methat he was at the Palace Hotel. 
I was by no means certain that it was Cnes- 
ter, und you will easily understand that I 
was auxious to make sure of the matter. So

THE FORD ESTATE. 
In the Probate Court this afternoon John 
L. Chandier, appearingino behalf of Mrs. 
Mary A. Manning, sister of the late Chas. 
W. Ford, made a motion for an 
order of urt revoking the 
authority of CWéster H. Krum, admistra- 
tor, for the failure to make settlement 
on the citation which recently issued. Mr. 
Chandler said that the administrator had 
faiied to putin appearance. He had been 
absent from the city for some time. Mrs. 
Manning bad this morning repaired to the 
office of ex-Judge John M. Krum, father of 
the absent administrator, and asked him 
to open a box containing papers of the Ford 
estate, etc., In order to satisfy her mind as to 
whether the property. detaiied in the settle- 
ments was all safe. Judge Krum declined 
to open the box, however, and hence it be- 
came an urgent ry 4 to move 
for an order revoking the authority 
of his son, the administrator. Mr. 
Chandler went on to say that the settlements 
filed by ex-Judge Chester Krum were false 
and fraudulent on their face! (Sensation in 
court.) in his inventory he entered the per- 
sonality, coods, chattels, etc., at $2,529 75. 
He had carried this item in 
his settlement from 1873 to July, 1882; 
whereas in fact the goods and chattels had 
been sold as far back as 1874 ‘There was 
proof of it in abundance. 
Judge Woerner ordered the name of the 
administrator to be called out in court by 
the marshal, to which there was no response. 
The Court—You can take your order re- 
yvoking the authority of Chester H. Krum as 
administrator of the estate of Charles W. 
Ford for failure to settle. on citation. The 
estate will pass into the hands of the Public 
Administrator,

There is now no doubt that Chester H. 
‘Krum is’ a defaulter. Mrs. Manning has 
positively stated that he ought to have &50,- 
000 in his hands. As there have been false 
returns and as the estate isa very rich one, 
it is probable that the amount of the defalca- 
tion will run up toa big large sum, probably 
$100,000. 

MRS. MANNING INTERVIEWED. 

Mrs. Manning, one of the heirs of the Ford 
estate, which is in the hands of Judge Krum, 
was seen this morning by a Post-Dispatou 
reporter in the office of Barr’s dry-goods store, 
where she was in consultation with a reila- 
tive of hers, Mr. Geo. M. Wright, and J. G. 
Chandler, her attorney. When questioned 
about the way ip which the estate had been 
disposed of by the Judge, she said: “1 know 
very little abont it, and that’s what brought 
me to the city.” 

“How long has the estate been inthe 
possession Of the Judge?’ asked the re- 
porter, ; 

‘About nine years.” 

“Was his administration satisfactory up 
to the time when he disappeared ?”’ 

“I can’t say thatit was, although I don’t 
want to say anything to reflect discredit on 
him before I know fora fact that he has 
done something wrong.” 

“How long since he made a report to 

u ae 

“| think itis about three years now since 
I have had anything satisfactory from him.” 

“Was it not necessary for him to report to 
you during all that time?’’ 

“IT don’t know. I had nobody else to look 
after the business, and I trusted him im- 
plicitly.” 

“Did you not call for a report during all 
this time.”’ 

“Yes, [guess I did. I wrote to him quite 
frequently, but his answers were rather eva- 
sive—-iot very definite. The factis I thought 
everything was all right, and I did not 
trouble much about it.”’ 

“In what form is the estate?” 

‘That Ldon’t know. Llexpect most of it 
is in bonds, and some of it may be in real 
estate. In the first place it was in various 
forms, but I believe they were trying to turn 
it into securities.” 

“What is the value of the estate ?’”’ 

“I think by the last report it was between 
$40,000 and $50,000.” 

“Whatis being done about it now?’ 

“We are making arrangements to have an 
administrator appointed to take charge at 
once. That will be done to-day, I think.”

Toa patriot the duty of defending it is 
too plain to be enforcea by words, and the greedy 
monopolist or the scurvy politician drivels ike 
an idiot when he tries to give reasons for violat- 
ing it. Nevertheless, it is constantly disregarded 
by those who swear to observe it. The interests 
of a class are stronger than the rights of the peo- 
ple.

The Turfmen’s Feeling at the 
Downpour of Rain.

Races Again Postponed—The Chicago Races 
and the Postponement—Gossip from the 
Track. : . 


At five o’clock this morning a gentle breeze 
blew over the Cote Brilliante track and the 
sun shone from acloudless sky. The track 
was alive with thoroughbreds going through 
their morning exercise, and the knowing 
ones stood on the quarter stretch and made 
sage predictions as the flyers went by. At 
6:15 the sunlit sky was obscured as bya 
curtain Suddenly drawn around it, thunder 
rolled after the lightning’s flash, and the 
floodgates of heaven were opened. It had 
been predicted by many of the experts pres- 
ent that the track would be unpleasantly 
dusty this afternoon. Any such im- 
pression was removed by seven o’clock. 


The rain continued to fall lightly at inter- 
vals for two hours or more. ‘There was an 
anxious crowd in the club-house, and they 
looked out between their drinks upon the 
rapidly thickening mud. At nine o’clock 
the rain ceased, and the sun shone for a few 
minutes in the southeast. The faces of the 
turfinen brightened, and after consultation 
with President Harney word was telephoned 
to the city office of the track that if it did 
not rain any more, the horses would start in 
the mud, There was every reason, both 
from a turfman’s and an owner’s standpoint, 
Why to-day’s races should be run. 
The — elub las been thus _— far 
in _ phenomenally bad luck, 
in having its meeting postponed twice. The 
great event of the meeting,the brewers’ cup, 
had been postponed until to-morrow. To a 
certain extent this was looked upon as a 
blessing in disguise, and the largest crowd 
in the history of the race-track was; pre- 
dicted for to-morrow. Then came another 
very important point. The order of stake 
races Is inflexibly fixed by the programme. 
No such thing is admissable as the abandon- 
ment of a day's stake-race, and then regain- 
ing the lost time by sandwiching them in 
during subsequent days. A postponement 
would throw the brewers’ cup race and the 
other attractive events of the third day 
over until Monday, and what is 
even worse, it postponed the Citizens’ Plate 
mile and a half handicap sweep-stake to 
next Friday. The Chicago races commence 
on Saturday, June 23. One of the tur 
events of the year is the “Board of Trade 
Handicap,” set for the first day. Unfor- 
tunately chere are entered for the Citizens’ 
Plate, which is now set for next Friday, and 
the Chicago handicap to come off the next 
day, the well-known thoroughbreds, Pear! 
Jennings, Alarm, Boatman, Monogram, 
Ascender, Bondholder, Vera, Ten Eyck, 
Gus. Matthews, Anglia, Joseo, John Davis, 
Bay Sedam, Renohe,  Brigand, Belle 
Flanders, Harry Gilmore and 
others. It is patent that the horses 
could not start for the plate in St. Louis on 
Friday, and for the Board of Trade in Chi- 
cago on Saturday. The St. Louis race has 
5200 added money, Chicago, $1,000. St. 
Louis has 47 nominations; Chicago, 60. 

When everybody had agreed upon: the 
necessity of running to-day at all hazards, 
Pate took a final look at the track, and con- 
cluded to scratch Ascender. A few minutes 
after he had telegraphed his determination 
to town the deluge came. It rained more in 
an hour than it had in the past three days.

HELD UP. 


‘Extraordinary Conduct of a Policeman 
in Liberating Highway Robbers. 

Mr. J. S. Farley, book-keeper for the 
stationery house of Buxton, Skinner & Co., 
who resides at No. 1116 Locust street, had 
an unpleasant experience last night with a 
combination of desperate thugs, dictatorial 
Saloon-keeper and complacent policeman. 
He had been spending the evening down

OLD 1808 CAUGHT, 


Its Querulous Complaint of a Postal 
Clerk Without Foundation. 


The Republican of last Wednesday morn- 
ing contained upon its editorial page an 
arraignment of the postal authorities, who, 
according to the published complaints of 
seven subscribers, had failed to deliver it on 
several occasions at Vandalia, Ll., and 
Meredosia, lil.

Tio the Editor of the Missouri Republican:

The 
service needs no defense from me, and the 
proper action correcting this difficulty has 
doubtless been taken; butin regard to imy- 
self, while alleging age give: im perti- 
nence, etc., you state: “He declines to fur- 
nish the names of the government emplvyes 
who went out on certain trains.” As to 
this part of your editorial | wish to speak. 
Your reporter has either mixed up his data 
or else is Willfully misstating the case. he 
facts in the case are simply these: Your re- 
porter came to my office and handed me 
a postal card addressed to the editor of the 
Missouri Republican. I seine him what I 
could do fur hin. Ife rep Col. Knapp, 
of the Republican, had him down to

AT RIDEAU HALL. 


Princess Louise Shows Her Hereditary 
Hatred of the American Rebels. 
From the Chicago Tribune. 


The reports of Queen Victoria’s mental 
malady are not the only reminders of George 
lil. that are afforded by his successors in 
the Government of England. The Princess 
Louise is four generations later than the 
royal gentleman who aitempted with such 
il] success to compel the American colonies 
to drink their tea with a flavoring of British 
tax, but the Guelph blood, it would appear 
from the account of a “thrilling scene” 
which lately occurred at Rideau Hall, has in 
that interval lost nothing of its hatred of the 
Republic and nothing of its Bourbon-like 
regret Of its failure to keep the United States 
in colonjal subjection. 

The Jroquois Chiefs, it appears, had come 
to Rideau Hallto complain of some en- 
croahments on their reservation at Caugh- 
naWaga, near Montreal. When they ex- 
plained to the Princess and her consort that 
they were the descendant$S of the Lroquvis 
Who fought with the English against the 
AMericans during our war for independence 
the Princess’ enthusiasm knew no bounds. 
Allthe restraints of royal etiquet were 
thrown aside, and she who receives great 
nobles with no warmer recognition thana 
Ormal bow advanced and shook her dusky 
Visitors warmly by the hand. They had 
fought against American Independence, and 
that was enough to entitle them to her most 
enthusiastic thanks, expressed with a free- 
dom more womanly than royal. ' 

An incident like this reveals the real drift 
of anti-American feelings which all the 
efforts of British diplomacy have been sedu- 
lously devoted to concealing ever since it be- 
came evident that the United States was 
about to emerge from the war for the Union 
really one and indivisible, and more power- 
ful than ever before. It shows a great deal 
more thanthis. It uncovers the total lack 
of sympathy fe!t by the royal family in the 
liberalizing reforms which have been the re- 
cent landmarks of British history. Another 
well-known evidence of this is the uncon-

A VISIT TO THE LEPERS. | 


Elephantiasis Grwecorum in the Charity 
Hospital 
From the New York Evening Telegram. 


The pier at the foot of East Twenty-sixth 
street, belonging to the Commissioners of 
Charities and Correction, presented an ani- 
mated scene this morning as the Commis- 
sioners’ steam launch Minnehannock pre- 
pared to start for the islands. It was 
crowded with people. chietly women, who 
were going to see their friends in the hos- 
pitals, jail, asylums and other institutions, 
and most of them carried baskets or parcels 
containing little luxuries for the sick, the 
insane and the prisoners, who, despite their 


their faithfulhearte. | 

The reporter's destination was the first 
landing, which is that or the Charity Hospi- 
tal. This big pile of dark stone was com- 
pleted in 1870 and to it af® sent chronic cases 
and the overflow from the hospitais of the 
city. it contained on Saturday 980 patients, 
and the pees actually shivered as he 
thought of the terrible total of hopeless hu- 
man misery and suffering represented by 
those figures. 

‘Lhe object of the rgporter’s visit was to 
make inquiry concerning the cases of lepro- 
sy at present in the hospital, and accordingly 
he entered the office and made known his

The patients, of whom there are at present 
five, were al! up and dressed, and, with one 
exception. were all able tomovéeabout.

Wan has only been 
an inmate of the hospital for nine or ten 
days. ‘There is another Chinese patient 
simuiarly affected.

SIX years ago he noticed a swelling 
and sense of itching in his fingers, and soon 
atterward a spot appeared over the left eye- 
brow, then one upon the cheek, and finally 
they appeared all over the body, especially 
on the face and legs. Then came a loss of 
sensariou in the region supplied by the ul- 
i nar nerve on each side ‘This is a case of 
ithe first variety of elephantiasis Greecorum, 
i'which is Known as macuiar, or sputied, and 
'is distinguished by eruptions on the skin, 
with anwsthesia, Lhe tabappy man’s face 
is covered With ugly red spots and jumps 
like seald-biisters, and he has lost the sight 
of the right eye. He feels ng pain and has 
never complained of any, but tue little fin- 
gers of both hands arecontracted and paris 
of the epidermis are exfoliating. The fin- 
gers and hauds are hypertrophied; the right 
eve shows a white cloud in the anterior 
chamber, which indicates a collection of pus 
at that point; there are evidences of iritis 
and conjunctivitis in the left eye, and the 
eye-brows, mustache and beard are entirely 


gone. 


AN IRISHMAN’S CASE. 

The third case of elepiantiasis was that of 
an Irishman, and was yery remarkable. The 
patient is an old man, aid he satin an arm- 
chair, clad only in a shirt.

THE BURST GOLD-BUBBLE. 


Prospectors Returning Disgusted From 
wer California. 
Tucson Special to Chicago Tribune. 

A Guaymas dispatch to the San Francisco 
Chronicle says: Two sloops and one 
schooner arrived at this port yesterday, 
bringing about seventy returning prospectors 
from Lower California, all disappointed 
with their trip. From a conversation with 
several of the most experienced it is learned 
that the guich had been well worked before 
its location Was made public. Mexicans and 
Indians work more faithfully and are satis- 
fied with less results than foreigners would 
be willing to accept as aremuneration for 
their trials. The distance from Trinidad Bay 
to San Gertude’s Mission is about seveaty 
which is 
easily passed. Many faise trails lead travel- 
ers astray. The water at Trindad is very 
brackisi, and the distance to the next water 
is about twenty miles. The next water is 
about six miles further. These waters are 
springs, aud are apparentiy exhausted after 
leaving the pond water. ‘he main ridge is 
about 2,500 feet high, and very steep. It has 
tou be crossed, aud after crossing the ridge 
the only water found is deposited in a tank, 
which is very poor, and has to be used by 
outward bound and returning travelers. The 
water at the mission is abundant, and of 
sood quality. ‘Lhe Pacific trail is easier and 
etter defined than the gulch trail. Eviaence 
of considerable labor is apparent, and the 
trail was presumably construcied under the 
direction of the Jesuits, and the work per- 
furmed by the indians many years since. 

About twenty persons are now living at 
the Mission, which is variously stated to be 
from 200 ‘o 250 years old. Fruit and vege- 
tabies are grown, and the place still shows 
signs of having been in w quite thriving con- 
dition at some distant day. ‘l'anks, cui from 
the solid rock, still remain, evidently having 
been used for tanning presses and other 
uses. Corrals capabie of holding large 
numbers of stock stiil remain, and the stone- 
wall inclosures, running even up to the 
mountain sides, cause one to wonder for 
what purposes they were built. A grave- 
yard adjoining contains over 200 graves. 

From the Mission to the next water is 
about nine miies, overa stony road fora 
greater parto{ the way. The water is a de- 
posit and of a pour quality, and is being fast 
consumed by men and animals, 

_ dteports differ eoncerning rain; some say 
it has not rained in Scven years; others that 
it rains every year. ‘The country shows 
traces of tremendous washouts at sume 
period, : 

After leaving this water none is reached 
for the distance of about twenty miles, and 
this is out of the course to the placers, and 
distant from them fitteen miles, ‘he water 
is of a poor quality, aud is packed on burros 
and sold at tue diggings at frum lfteen to 
twenty Ceuts per gallon. 

All unite in admitting that the country is 
the roughest andthe hottest ever traveied 
over. Much suffering was experienced for 
the want of water by men and animats. 
Strong men succunibed, and the weakel were 
prostrated by tie intense heat. Atong tne 
trail were scattered tools, provisions, 
Plankets aud clothing which had proven tov 
culubersolie, 

Arriving at the placers they were found to 
be about one-quarter of a mile long by 
twenty feet wide, and looked like a _ well- 
plowed turrow. The men worked side by 
side, Orin the same hole. Any une who 
thinks the Mexicans do not know how to 
work placers should go to the placers and 
watch them pan out pan after pan, with 
cheeks extended, blowing away the sand. 
Eight hands produced a net resuit of about 
$1, and some worked with poorer resuits. A 
portion of the cuuntry has been prospected 
ior placers and quartz, as yet Without pay- 
ing results.

The daysare hotter than at Yuma, and 
the nights cold, with heavy dews and fogs, 
and what the future may be is* very uncer- 
tain, but a mine must be yery rich tu: pay to 
work it in a country void Of wood and water, 
or Wagon-roads, aud whieh is sixty wiles 
from the Pacific and ninety miles from the 
nearest point on the Guif. Two dry-wash- 
ers are enroute, and others are to be seut 
there shortly.
